Family Advocate
Program Update

More than 397 individuals and fami-
lies have signed on to New Jersey’s Family
Advocate Program (FAP), according to
Carolann Kane-Cavaiola, Executive Direc-
tor of New Jersey Family Advocate Man-
agement, Inc. The FAP, created by Gover-
nor James E. McGreevey, provides indi-
vidual advocates for families who lost loved
ones and for individuals who were physi-
cally injured in the September 11 Attacks.

According to Ms. Kane-Cavaiola, 27
advocates from 12 different agencies across
the State are being assigned to assist fami-
lies in gaining hassle-free access to re-
sources, including charitable and private
benefits, legal, financial and mental health
services, scholarship programs, job training
and skill enhancement programs. Advo-
cates are receiving specialized training in
accessing the benefits available to families.
To date, two specialized training programs
have been held for advocates and more are
planned for the future.

Individuals eligible to sign up for the FAP
may do so by calling 877-688-5268, Mon-
day through Friday, from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Visits to the Recovery
Site Scheduled

Visits to the Recovery Site on Staten
Island are scheduled every other Wednes-
day. Approximately ten family members
may sign up for each trip. The visits have
been arranged by the New York Mayor’s
Offices of Community Assistance and
Emergency Management. Family mem-
bers meet at 9:00 a.m. at 51 Chambers
Street. Members of the Mayor’s staff ac-
company them on a 90 minute visit to the
Medical Examiner’s Office where families
can voice their questions and concerns.

From the Medical Examiner’s Office, the

group proceeds to the Staten Island recovery
site where families have another 90 minutes
to observe and ask questions. A final 90
minute segment is spent at the City’s Depart-
ment of Design and Construction to discuss
issues and questions. To reserve a spot,
email Jennie Farrell of “Give Your Voice” at
Jennie@OptOnline.net and write “Visita-
tions” as the subject of your message.

Red Cross Family
Gift Three

The Red Cross has announced that it
will begin the process of implementing the
third installment of the Family Gift pro-
gram, which will cover unmet essential ex-
penses for those who are eligible for a full
year of assistance. The purpose of Family
Gift, as outlined in the Mitchell Plan, is to
meet the essential unmet needs of those
who were financially interdependent or
dependent upon an individual who was
killed in the attacks on September 11th or
severely injured in the attacks.

Cases are currently being reviewed to
ensure that the Red Cross has documenta-
tion of each household’s needs. Those fam-
ily members who have demonstrated finan-
cial dependence on their lost family mem-
ber or on a family member who was hospi-
talized as a result of a physical injury on
September 11 will receive an application
for the final payment through the Family
Gift program. An American Red Cross
Family Support Specialist (FSS) will contact
family members to alert them of the mail-
ing, which will include application instruc-
tions. The FSS will then be available to as-
sist individuals with the application process.

As the case review process is stag-
gered, eligible family members will receive
their applications at different times. If

you, or someone with whom you are
working, can demonstrate financial inter-
dependence or dependence on a family
member who was killed or hospitalized
because of severe injuries and have essen-
tial unmet needs, but have not received an
application packet by June 30, you can
call one of the Red Cross’s field offices:

Ask for the Long Term Recovery of-
fice at each site. BUT the Red Cross asks
that you do not call before June 30 if
you have not received an application
packet. Field Office staff will only have
information available regarding individu-
als who have been called and who have
received an application packet. After June
30t staff will be able to obtain informa-
tion regarding other cases.

Duplicate Death

Certificates

The Office of Vital Records in the
New York City Department of Health is
the place to obtain copies of death certifi-
cates. You may apply by mail or in person.

You will need to supply information
including your relationship to the deceased
along with a copy of your signed, valid
photo identification; the full name of the de-
ceased as listed on the original death certifi-
cate and his or her gender; the date and place
of death; and the purpose for which you will
be using the copy. In addition, you will need
to senda $15 check or money order payable
to the NYC Department of Health and a
stamped, self-addressed envelope.

You may apply by including the infor-
mation in a letter or by obtaining an appli-
cation online at http://www.nyc.gov/html/
doh/html/vr/vrdeath.html. The address is
Office of Vital Records, 125 Worth Street,
Box 4, Room 133, New York, NY 10013.
The phone number is (212) 788-4518.

Generally, copies are not available im-
mediately, but are mailed within one to two
weeks. Clearly noting that your request is
WTC related should expedite the matter.

Washington D.C.
Rally to Support
Inquiry into 9/11
Government Failures

Supporters of a bill to study the reasons
for government’s failure to anticipate the
September 11 Attacks will hold a rally on
June 11,2002 at 11:00 in Washington
D.C. on the steps of the Capital. Speakers
in support of the bill (S.1867) will be Sena-
tors Lieberman (D-CT), McCain (R-AZ),
Corzine (D-N]), Torricelli (D-NJ); Congress-
men Rush Holt; and Bob Monetti (Pan Am
103). The bill, “To Establish the National
Commission on Terrorist Attacks Upon the
United States” was introduced by Senators
Lieberman and McCain and is co-spon-
sored by Senator Torricelli. Itauthorizes the
appointment of a blue-ribbon commission
to investigate the intelligence, immigration,
and aviation security failures that led to the
September 11* Attacks. The bill has been re-
ported out of committee by unanimous vote,
but it has few co-sponsors, and the Bush
Administration is expected to oppose it.

free access to over 170 theatrical, artistic,
cultural, sports and live entertainment
venues in New York and New Jersey.

Mortgage and Rental
Assistance

The Federal Emergency Management
Agency (FEMA) has announced that it will
reevaluate applications for mortgage and
rental assistance that have been previously
rejected. Ifyou have already applied for
this type of assistance and were denied, you
do not need to reapply. However, if you
have not and would like to, the following
steps must be followed:

1.Register with FEMA at 1-800-
462-9092; (TTY: 800-462-7585);

2. Complete the Mortgage and
Rental Assistance (MRA) application
that will be sent to you after you
register and submit it by September
30, 2002. For help completing the
MRA, call 1-800-525-0321; (TTY:
1-800-462-7585), or visit FEMA’s
Applicant Assistant Service Center, at
141 Worth Street (corner of Center)
in New York.

Among the guidelines you will need
to meet are evidence of a 25% drop in
household income and late payment of
your rent or mortgage due to the Septem-
ber 11* Attacks.
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
